RAILROAD MEN STRIKE. 


Employes of the Great Northern 


Go Out. 


HKU'.NA, Mont., April 13.—The new 


uchcdulo of Wildes precipitated a strike 
on the Groat Northern railway today. 
The American Hallwny Union, embrac- 
ing all the employes except the eupcrm- 
iendcnla nnd train masters went out :it 
noon. Thu order to strike affects the 
(.treat Northern from Devil's lake, N.D., 
to thu Pauille coast. The strike ia in 
full force hero. The Grant Northern 
Atlantic express arrived from Jlutto at 
noon. Tho trainmen cut off the mail 
car, leaving tlio passengers behind, but 
the engineer bus not yet received orders 
to proceed with the mail. 


Some time since tlie ollicials of the 


tirciit Northern issued n new schedule 
to govern the various employes. This 
was lo go into effect April 1st, and it 
made sweeping reductions in tlio wages 
of all employes. The men would not 
accept it, nnd it wns hung up awaiting 
the return 
of President Hill from 


Europe. Since bin return ho has or 
dered that the schedule be enforced, 
mid rather than accede lo demands 
which they consider unjust, the men 
loft work at noon today. The order for 
the strike was icswod from lltilto last 
night by James Ifogun, organ!/.or of tli" 
American Hallway Union. The striko 
extends from Lamnorc, North Dakota, 
to Spokano, and 1500 men are now out 
200 of that number being in this city. 
The only trains that have left Herenr 
today arc two freights, ono cast bourn 
and the other west hound, which left 
this morning. They will he allowed tt 
proceed to their destinations.

FRUIT

Good Crops Every Year. 


It has been remarked that "When 
ur fruit is tho most abundant it is of 
ho poorest quality." As usual, one can 
ay our Visalia district orchards are 
Glided with fruit, and ono of the in 
mportant parts of a grower's work is to 
,hin it out. First, that be. may aid tho 
ree to bear him another good nrop next 
eason; and second, that ho may fur- 
lisli tho market with a good artic e. 


The comparatively heavy crop checks 


.ho growth of a tree to that extent thai 
ho following seappu ia required for its 
recuperation. This especially applies to 
ipricots and pencil us. As fur prunes, 
,ncy arc so phenomenally productive in 
our district that one does not know 
what course to pursue with them ex- 
cept to l«t them go on and bear, wliicli 
.hey do do every year. 1 believe 
lowover, the intelligent horticulturis1 
will soon learn the importance and ne- 
cessity of thinning that fruit, too. 


If it is your desire to secure tbe bcal 


quality of fruit—and that ought to be 
every fruit grower's desire—trees musl 
not bo allowed to overbear. It is npl 
;.ho production of thfc fruit itself wheruii 
ica the exhaustion; it is the production 
of the large number of pits, and fo 
Jiat reason tho proper timo for thin 
ning is before the pits arc hardened 
One of the greatest objections to thin 
ning fruit is its cost. It's always wise 
:o economize labor, but there is no laboi 
that pays tho orchard ist any better 01 
jives him any larger returns than tha 
jxpendvd in properly thinning the fruit 
on an overloaded tree. By tiiis means 
*ood crops can be secured every year 
Your trees remain healthy and vigorous 
and will be doubly reiminorativfi as 
compared with tbe let-alone system —
